Foreword to the Indexes 


These volumes contain an index of the short titles of acts, an index of 
executive agencies containing references to the statutory and constitutional 
provisions creating them, an index of popular names of legislation and a new, 
comprehensive topical index to the General Statutes. These indexes are the 
products of many thousands of hours of skilled editorial effort employing 
modern computer-assisted techniques and processes designed to provide the 
user with accurate and effective guides to the provisions of the General 
Statutes. Each section thereof was reviewed to determine its current content. 

Statutory provisions are referred to in the indexes by section number [e.g., 
§ 17-20] including, when indicated, subsections l[e.g., § 55-113, (b)]. The 
constitutions of North Carolina and the United States and the rules of court are 
identified by abbreviations. 

The general index is a topical index, not a random word index. Random 
entries in an index to statutes are misleading since they result in split or partial 
treatment. Therefore, the systematic use of main topics or headings has been 
employed. Main headings treat the subject matter exhaustively unless 
references are made to other headings. Although the same subject matter is 
frequently repeated under different headings in the index, cross-references are 
employed extensively to prevent the index from becoming too large and 
unwieldy. Many references carry statute section numbers indicating the main 
treatment of the subject in the General Statutes proper; however, where a 
subject is dealt with in numerous unconnected sections in the General Statutes, 
no section numbers are carried with the index cross-references. 

Main headings were derived from the language employed by the North 
Carolina legislature or from the phraseology commonly used in the courts of 
North Carolina. In addition, an effort was made to employ all phrases and terms 
applied to statutory sections, such as frequently used nonlegal terms. 

The general index does not cover each topic in the vast field of law but refers 
only to the materials contained in the General Statutes. A thorough knowledge 
of the format and terminology of the General Statutes themselves is the key to 
the use of this index. The analyses preceding each chapter in the General 
Statutes are in the nature of indexes for the specific chapters and articles. 
References in the notes point out other sections of the General Statutes where 
further information on the same subject may be found. 

A few basic rules for using the general index are: 

(1) Familiarity with the contents of the General Statutes and index. 
Knowledge of the arrangement, terminology, topical treatment and analyses 
and reference system of both the General Statutes and the general index is 
essential and must be acquired by personal examination and study. 

(2) Consult the principal subject and not the secondary. Thus, if you are 
looking for motor vehicle registration, look under motor vehicles and not under 
registration; for attorney fees, look under attorneys and not under fees; for sales 
of alcoholic beverages, look under alcoholic beverages and not under sales. 

(3) Look for the noun and not the adjective. Thus, for life insurance, look 
under insurance and not under life; for foreign corporations, look under 


ili 
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corporations and not under foreign; for primary elections, look under elections 
and not under primaries. 

(4) Consult allied headings. If your search through one heading proves 
fruitless, go to another allied heading. Each section of the General Statutes has 
itemized index entries, but perhaps they are not under the heading which first 
occurred to you. 

(5) Cross-references. Pay close attention to and make full use of 
cross-references in both the General Statutes and the general index. 

(6) Supplement material. The general index covers material in the current 
supplements to the various volumes, as well as the contents of the volumes 
themselves.
